possible to get into such a place that 
the two poles will be in the same line. 
A meridian circle passing through such 
place* and 
the 
magnetic 
and 
axial 


poles is called the "Line of no Varia- 
tion." 
This line 
passes 
across 
the 


United States from the region of Lake 
Superior 
to the coast of South Car- 


olina. It will be readily seen, there- 
fore, that an observer 
with the mag- 


netic compass must make allowance for 
this variation when making surveys on 
either side of this line. In California, 
the magnetic

pointing to the 


north magnetic 
pole, Ivaries about 17

A few wordsinregard to the science 


of building walls for the retaining of 
earth orrock \u25a0to be deposited 
against 


them may not be amiss, inasmuch as 
one need only walk along some of the 
streets of Jackson, oralmost any one of 
these mountain towns, and observethe 
bulging faces 
of such 
walls to know 


that they were improperly built, or at 
least not 
scientifically built. 
Such 


walls should be made with the same 
skillas is'used by engineers inbuilding 
abutments for roads, railroads and the 
like. 
Without going into details we 


might state 
this as a general 
rule, 


modified somewhat by the character of 
material used 
for "backing." 
"The' 


base should be made from 30% to50% 
of the height of the wall." This may 
be made less where the wall is backed 
against rock in place or undisturbed 
earth not mingled with beds of clay. 
The 
observance 
of this rule in the 
buildingof front walls along the upper 
sides of streets 
on hillside lots would 


result in more permanent 
and more 


beautiful 
walls than many that are 


seen every day.

help me and pay the funeral expenses, 
if1would keep itout of Court."

vember 10th. 
Mrs. Olmstead was also 


there. Isaw the underclothing in a 
back room. 
Dr. Giles came and asked 


me if they blamed him for anything.

said, 'Not thatIknow of.' -y,v- 
Mrs. Amanda Olmstead also testified 


to the condition of the underclothing, 
corroborating 
the statements 
of Mrs. 


Bawden. 


Myrtle B. Richards 
testified that 


she was at tho house 
soon after Mrs. 
Darling died; that she met the doctor 
when he came.

amination, he told me that Mrs. Dar-

in her head, stomach 
and back.

said, "You must

I 
did not know Jennie A.Darlinginher 
lifetime. Iwas present 
at the autopsy 


at tho Protestant 
cemetery 
in Sutter 


Creek, on the. 20th of November last, 
when an autopsy 
waa held on a body 


that had been just interred. 
At that 


timeIrecognized it as the body thatI 
had embalmed on the 10th of Novem- 
ber. 
The autopsy 
was performed by 


Drs. E. E. Endicott and A. M.Gall. 
There were present besides the doctors 
and myself, Mr.Vicini, District Attor- 
ney, and Sheriff U. S. Gregory. 
On 
tho 10th of November, 
when I 
"em- 


balmed the body, Iremoved it from 
the bed and placed it on a cooling or 
embalming 
board. 
At that time the 


face looked flushed. Iopened 
the in- 


ternal jugular vein to relieve the face 
of blood, and then tried to embalm the 
body arterially, but found that the 
blood was coagulated, 
and 
when I 
at- 
tempted 
to inject the 
fluid it came 


back through the nostrils and mouth, 
showing to me that there was a rup- 
ture in the arterial system. Ifound it 
impossible to embalm the body arteri- 
ally,and then resorted 
to cavity em- 


balming. 
lam of the opinion that 1 


made the wound in the fundus of the 
womb when Iinserted my trocar into 
tho body. 
"lamacquainted with Andrew Dar- 
lingand had a conversation 
with him 


on the 18th of November, 1899, infront 
of his residence 
in Sutter Creek. 
At 


that time he asked 
me if an autopsy 


could be held on the body of his wife. 
Itold him that an autopsy on the body 
of his wifewould do him no good bo- 
cause 1 had embalmed her and had 
made punctures in the abdominal cav- 
ity and probably in the womb, and that 
an 
autopsy 
would 
not 
determine 


whether 1 had made the punctures 
or 


anybody else had made 
them. Itold 
him that if he wanted an autopsy held 
upon tho body of his wifo he should

On cross-examination the witness tes- 


tifiedthat be could not remember what 
he had toldMr. Vicini, the DistrictAt- 
torney, about the case. 


"Darling told me that he had seen 
Dr. Giles that morning and had ac- 
cused him of.doing this, and that if he 
(Giles) would pay the funeral expenses, 
he would drop the whole thing. 
He 
did not tell me that the defendant in 
this case offered.' to pay the funeral ex- 
penses. 
He did not tellme, that, un- 


less something 
was done about 
this 


case, he would killthe defendant, or 
shoot him. Ido not remember telling 
Mr. Vicinithat he did tell me that. I 
don't remember 
particularly what was 


said. Ialso had a conversation with 
the defendant. Iasked him whether 
he settled withMr.Darling or not, and 
he toldme ho; that"he had nothing to 
settle." 


The testimony was fully illustrated 


by charts. 
Dr. A.M. Gall, being sworn, testi- 


fied that in his opinion there had been 
an attempt to commit an abortion, and 
that the wounds were necessarily: fatal. 
Mr. McGee made the opening argu- 
ment, for the defense, which was as full 
as the limited time at his command 
justified. 
. Morris Brinn 
was then sworn and 


testified: 
"Ihave lived in Sutter 


Creek pretty near 
forty years; am a 
Supervisor 
at present; .business,

have known Andrew 
Darling about two years; he was acus- 
tomer of mine, and. our relations are 
very friendly. 
On the morning of the 


15th of November last, at my store, I 
had a conversation 
with him, and at

thing. 
He asked my advice

did it." 


Dr.E.E. Endicott, being duly sworn, 


testified that he, assisted by Dr. A. M. 
Gall, had held an autopsy on the body 
of the deceased onNovember 20th; that 
they bad made a thorough examination 
of the organs and found wounds indi- 
cating that a crime had 
been com- 


mitted. 
He said 
that 
the 
wounds 
might have 
been 
self-inflicted; they 


might, also,' have been made with a 
"sounder."

U. S. Gregory, recalled, testified; "I 


had a conversation 
with defendant 
shortly before his arrest in the pres- 
ence 
of the District Attorney, who 


said he was making some investigation 
concerning the death of Mrs. Darling. 
Dr.Giles said, 'There is one thing, sure; 
nothing of this kind willhappen again.' 
Hesaid: 'Ihave formed a good reso 
lution, and that is, when women come 
to my office on business 
of this kind,I 
willshow them the door.' In discus- 
sing the talk over this matter, he said 
ho had not heard much lately, and ina 
few days 
nothing 
further 
would be 


heard of it." 


Edward Roberts testified: "Iam 


an undertaker; 
was 
at the house of 


Darling about 1o'clock on the morning 
of November 10th. 
Defendant 
was 


there and said to me that ithad been a 
sudden death from a ruplure or hem- 
orrhage. 
On November lath I 
had a 


further conversation .with defendant. 
He said, Mrs. Darling came to his office 
ina dazed condition; 
that he did not 


use any instrument on any woman that 
would hurt her. 
He showed 
me the 


sound 
he bad used 
in* making 
the 


examination." 


George A. Gritton was put on the 


stand and said: "Ihad a conversation 
with defendant 
on November 20th re- 


garding the 
death 
of Mrs. Darling. 


He said to me. that she came into his 
office, put her hands over her face and 
said she was faint and dizzy, and said 
she 
guessed it 
was 
the smell of the 


drugs. 
She asked him to examine her 


and tellher her condition. 
Afterwards 


she returned, 
for. more complete ex- 
amination, and at that limehe used an 
instrument for that purpose.. 
He said 
that Mr. Darling had told him the 
expense would be $150, and that he bad 
no money. 
Defendant said he had -of- 


fered then to assist him."

Dr:B. H. Schacht 
was sworn and 
testified, and his testimony 
was sub- 
stantially the 
same 
as 
that of Drs. 
Gibbons and Hopkins. 


Dr. E. Tiffany was sworn and testi- 
fied in-relation to the use of the differ- 
ent instruments, and also of the effect 
of certain operations in certain cases. 
He testified that in his opinion the in- 
strument 
called the 
sound could not 


have produced the wound inthe fun- 
dus of the womb. 


On cross-examination 
the 
witness 


stated that there were over a thousand 
blood vessels in the human body, and 
he could not state which blood vessel 
had been ruptured. 
His opinion that 
there was a ruptured blood vessel was 
based upon the fact that there was a 
break inthe circulatory system, which 
ho discovered 
rwhile endeavoring 
to 
embalm the body arterially. 


Mrs. Emma Roberts 
was sworn and 
testified as follows: 
"Dr. Giles 
and 
Mr. Darlingtook tea at my house soon 
after the death of Mrs. Darling. They 
were friendly as far as Iknow. Iin- 
vited them to take a cup of tea. 
Ido 
not know what they were talking about 
whilethey were at the tablo. It was 
about an hour after the death of Mrs. 
Darling." 
, Dr. C. H. Gibbons 
was sworn and 
testified 
as 
follows:

surgeon, and in answer

an important blood vessel, but that he 
could not tell what particular blood

testified that the wound in the fundus 
of the womb.In his opinion, could not 
have been produced by the instrument 
called a sound, but might have been pro- 
duced by the trocar and cannula, which 
the undertaker used inembalming the 
body. 


Dr. George L.'Hopkins was sworn 
and testified as follows: That he is a 
physician and surgeon,
